ORDER 


In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 3 of 
the Essential Commodities Act, 1955 ( 10 of 1955 ) 
and of all other powers enabling him in that behalf , 
read with the Government of India , Ministry of Food 
and Agriculture (Department of Food ) Order no . 203 
(Genl) 14 / 748 /64- PY - II dated the 23rd October , 

1964 , the Administrator of Goa , Daman and Diu 
( makes the following Order , namely : -- 


1. Short title , extent and commencement. — ( 1 ) 
This Order may be called the Goa , Daman and Diu 
Rice (Control on Prices , Regulation of Disposal and 
Acquisition ) Order , 1964 . 

(2 ) It extends to the whole of the Union Territory 
of Goa Daman and Diu . 

( 3 ) It shall come into force at once . 

( 4 ) It shall remain in force upto and inclusive of 
the 15th day of June 1965 and shall then expire , 
except as respects things done or omitted to be done 
on or before that date . 


3. Minimum and maximum prices . — (i) As from 
the commencement of this order the minimum prices 
of paddy for producer shall be of Rs. 42 / - and 
Rs. 47.75 Ps. per quintal, for coarse and fine va 
rieties respectively . 

(i ) The maximum prices of paddy / rice for stock 
-holders shall be those specified in Schedule B to this 
Order . 

Explanation . — (a ) The maximum wholesale prices 
are inclusive of the cost of gunny, incidental charges 
and all taxes. 

( b ) The maximum limits of foreign matter , ad 
mixture or damaged grains in the paddy of the local 
coarse variety are given in the Schedule C. The limit 
of admissible tolerances for varieties imported from 
other States shall be the same as prescribed by the 
Government of respective States . Where any paddy 
contains impurities or admixtures in excess of the 
free tolerance limit its maximum price shall be re 
duced by making necessary deduction , as decided by 
the specified authority . 

( c ) When any question arises as to the quality 
or variety of paddy / rice for the purpose of this order , 
such question shall be decided by the specified au 
thority and his decision shall be final. 


2. Definitions . - In this Order, unless the context 
otherwise requires : 

( a ) « Form » means a form set forth in the Sche 
dule A of this Order 

(b ) « Rice » means rice in husk or husked , whole , 
broken or the flour thereof and includes paddy and 
any of the varieties produced or imported in this 
Union Territory . 

(c ) « Specified Authority » means an Officer ap 
pointed as such for the purposes of this Order by the 
Government of Goa , Daman and Diu . 

( d ) « Stock -holder > means a land -lord or a person 
engaged in the production or the business of the pur 
chase, sale or storage for sale of rice , whether or not 
such business is carried on in addition to any other 
business 


4. Declaration of stocks. -- Every stock holder 
shall , not later than the fifth of each month , fur 
nish in writing to the specified authority a full and 
correct statement in the form set forth in the Sche 
dule A , in respect of paddy rice in his possession , on 
last date of the preceding month , if his stock exceeds 
10 quintals of paddy . 

Provided that, such declaration may be made 
orally to the specified authority , if the person con 
cerned is illiterate , but in that case such person shall 
put his thumb impression in the register kept for the 
purpose . 

Explanation . -- For calculating the quantity of 
rice for the purpose of this clause , one and one -half

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quintals of paddy shall be considered as equivalent 
to one quintal of rice.

be, apply to searches and seizures under this 
clause . 


5. Disposal of stocks . — The Government or the 
specified atuhority may , from time to time issue, to 
stock holders such directions regarding the mainte 
nance of stocks, storage, sale at maximum prices , 
delivery and distribution of rice as it may deem 
fit . 


8. The provision of this order shall have no appli 
cation to rice : 

(a ) Supplied by Government to any fair pric ) 
or ration shop and issued from such shop to con 
sumers ; 

(6 ) Sold by or on behalf or under the orders to 
Government; 

(c ) Sold to Government or to an officer or agent 
of Government. 


SOHEDULE <A> 


6. Failure to comply with directions. — ( 1 ) If any 
stock holder fails to comply with any direction given 
under. para 5 , the Government or the specified au 
thority , may enter upon the land or premises and 
take possession of the stocks in respect of which 
the direction was given and cause compliance of the 
said direction . 

(2 ) The provisions of the sub para ( 1 ) shall also 
apply to stocks found in possession of the stock 
holder and not declared by him as if a direction 
under paragraphs 5 had been issued in relation 
thereto .

(6 ) Any Court trying a contravention of any of 
the provisions of this order may , without prejudice 
to any other sentence it may pass , direct that any 
package , coverings or receptacles in which stocks 
in respect of which the Court is satisfied that the 
order has been contravened are found and the ani 
mals , vehicles , vessels and other conveyances used 
in carrying the said stocks shall be forfeited to the 
Government.

tolerance and any thin above 0.5 per cent shall be treated as foreign matter . 
Admixture : Presence of other varieties of paddy shall be considered as admixture. 


Damaged : Grains that are internally damaged or discoloured , damage and discolouration materially affecting the quality . 


Immature: Grains that are not properly developed . 


Weevilled : Grains that are partially or wholly bored or caten by weevil or other grain insects.
